and W arner. 
Criticises Engineer’s Report. 
In a speech in which he advocated 
the rejection of the conference re­ 
port Senator Bailey referred to the 
Beaumont-Orange project, for which 
he had sought to obtain an appropri­ 
ation. 
He objected to the rule of the 
house that no item shall be included 
in the rivers and harbors bill that 
is not first aproved by the board of 
arm y engineers. 
He said he wanted 
to be guided by the technical knowl­ 
edge of this service. 
“ But,” he added, ‘ never will I con­ 
sent to see the senate abdicate to 
the engineers of the arm y the right 
to say what shall be our commercial 
facilities. 
They 
ar 
not 
a 
part 
of 
our pople. 
They know’ little of our 
commerce, and no more dangerous 
policy could be entered upon than 
to say that our people can have noth­ 
ing until the engineer’s grace permits 
it.” 
Referring to the

engineer’s

to reject the confere-nce report had 
projects which the confereees, had 
turned down. These Senators united 
with Senator 
Burton of Ohio, who 


•as opposed to most of these pro- 


jects, but who wanted the bill re- 
turned to the conference because the 
conferees had also slaughtered the 
provision toi keep the 'National Wat-, 
erways Commission alivo for another 
t\vo years after March 3, 1911. 


The twelve senators who 
voted 


against accepting the conference re- 
port were Bacon, ^Bailey, Beveridge, 
Burton, Fletcher, 
Frazter, 
Hughes, 


Johnson, Newlands, Paynter, Stone 
and "Warner. 


Criticises F.ujtiiiecr's Report. 


[n a speech la which he advocated 


the rejection of the conference re- 
port Senator Bailey referred to the 
Beaumout-Orange project, for which 
he had sought to obtain an appropri- 
ation. 
He objected to the rule of the 


house that no item shall be included 
in the rivers and harbors bill that 
is not first aproved by the board of 
army engineers. 
He said he \vanted 


to be guided by the technical Knowl- 
edge of this service. 


"But," he added, "never will I con- 


sent to see the senate abdicate to 
the engineers of the army the >-ight 
to say what shall be our commercial 
facilities. They ar 
not a part of 


our pople. They know little of our 
commerce, and no more dangerous 
policy could be entered upon than 
to say that our people can have noth- 
ing until the engineer's grace permits 
It." 


'Referring to the 
local 
engineer's 


report on the Beaumont-Orange pro- 
jert he said: 


"In this report the engineer assails 


the policy of Texas and our Railroad 
Commission and declares that the 
project under consideration ought not 
to be undertaken because, he says, 
the Railroad Commission of Texas 
will defeat the object of the work. 
It invades the field of controversy, 
for that question has been one of 
controversy, political as well as legal. 
Yet this engineer, by an imprudent 
intrusion of his opinion, tells Con- 
gress that the laws of Texas are so 
unreasonable that her people ought 
to be denied this provision for their 
commerce. 


'I want to show that when these 


engineers are 
permitted to decide 


this question of commercial facilities 
they have, like other men, their pref- 
erences and their prejudices. In this 
very report, when they condemn the 
proposition which the conference re- 
port now excludes Irom the bill, 
there is a statement that this con- 
demned project is more feasible and 
cheaper than another 
(the Houston 


ship channel project) 
which 
the 


house has included In the bill. 


Officer Biased. 


"This army engineer was trying 


to build up the port to Galveston at 
the expense of Houston. 
This same 


army engineer suggests that certain 
things could be done for Port Arthur 
instead of doing them for Orange 
and Beaumont. In other words, this 
report makes it patent to my mind 
that he has been biased by local 
preferences. 


"If I, a Senator from Texas, allow
